Huge Changes 
In Oil Imports 


Gasoline Into Santos Down 
79.2%, Crude Up 140.7% 


In Current Semester 


According to a recent survey 
there has been no appreciable 
change in the bulk of combustible 
materials imported into Brazil 
during the first six months of 
1956, but the individual items 
have shifted strikingly. 

This is the conclusion arrived 
at by one of Sao Paulo’s outstand- 
ing dailies, the Folha da Manha, 
on the basis of a statistical study 
of imports coming into the port of 
Santos for the current half year 
ending June 30 as against the 
similar period of 1955. 


Statistics 

Most noteworthy changes are 
those which reflect the operation 
of the oil refineries of Sao Paulo. 
Imports of gasoline, a processed 
petroleum product, are down 79.2 
per cent, while imports of crude 
are up 140.7 per cent. Crude 
petroleum is, of course, the raw 
oil whose byproducts furnish fuel 
and lubricants. 


Sao Paulo’s Largest 

Largest refinery in the State 
of SAio Paulo is that situated in 
Cubatao, the Presidente Bernardes 
Refinery. The best equipped in 
Brazil, it produces 65,000 barrels 
a day of gasoline and petroleum 
specialties, including asphalt. Last 
year, it saved Brazil US$9,500,- 
000 in foreign exchange. 

The figures show practically no 
change in the importing of diesel 
oil. Amid statistical variations of 
wide swing, a three per cent de- 
cline may be considered station- 
ary. The reason is to be found in

Wheat to Get 
High Priority 





Certain That Brazil Can Find 
Enough Wheat-Growing Land 
To Be Self-Sufficient 





President Juscelino Kubitschek, 
speaking to a farm audience in 
Cachoeira do Sul, State of Rio 
Grande do Sul, promised that 
1957 would be a year essentially 
of solving problems of Brazilian 
agriculture. It would, he declared, 
be devoted to increasing produc- 
tion. 

The government, he said, would 
strive to obtain a better return 
for the farmer and an increased 
yield for the country. High pri- 
ority is to be given to the matter 
of fertilizer improvements. Bra- 
zilian farmlands have been im- 
poverished by generations of abuse, 
especially in the manner of clear- 
ing the land by burning. 


New Credit Available 

Farming is to be aided by mak- 
ing available to it new credit. 
This is to help it meet the giant 
national problem of feeding a na- 
tion which has shown tremendous 
recent growth. Present population 
of Brazil is estimated at over 
sixty million. 

The President also stated that 
measures have been taken to pro- 
vide for the movement into con- 
sumer channels of the increase in 
agricultural production. He was 
referring to the improvement in 
transportation and marketing fa- 
cilities foreseen by the new un- 
dertakings of his administration, 
such as railroad and highway im- 
provement loans, storage facilities 
and the like.

Planted Area 
In 1955 the planted area mea- 
sured 230 hectares, on which 34,- 
430 feet of olive trees were set. 
Average return per hectare rose

R. G. do Sul Leads 


For this reason the states of 
Rio Grande do Sul, Ceara and 
Minas Gerais have undertaken 


the cultivation of this fruit. Ac- 
cording to the Production Statis- 
tics Service of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, the state of Rio 
Grande do Sul is at present the 
undisputed leader, having con- 
tributed 205,770 kilos to last 
year’s 213,170 kilos, the total crop. 

Since the olive tree is slow in 
producing fruit, once harvesting 
is started in the other states, the 
proportionate contribution of Rio 
Grande do Sul will not appear so 
dominant. It is known that the 
olive tree bears fruit for a long 
time, some of them yielding olives 
for centuries. 








Individual Yields 
Good olive’ trees rich 
bearers. Some of the plants now 
flourishing in Brazil are already 
producing more than 200 kilos of 
olives annually. These are usually

celebrated by Homer, the blind 


Greek poet. 

Brazil expects to close the year 
1956 with a record planting of 
1,000,000 olive trees. Olive press- 
ing for the commercial produc 
tion of oil will soon begin. 


Ready Market in Brazil 

Successful cultivation of the 
olive will find an extremely ready 
market in Brazil. At the present 
time the fruit and its oil are im- 
ported from Spain and Portugal 
largely. Notwithstanding the fact 
that Brazil has, perhaps, the 
largest sources in the world for 
providing vegetable there 
has been no substitute for olive 
oil, the traditional shortening for 
cooking and the table. 

The Portuguese word for olive 
is azeitona, a word generally be- 
lieved by horticulturists to be 
older than the Latin, and 
oliva, which were borrowed from 
the Greek in historical times. The 
position of the olive tree in Por- 
tugal may be gleaned from the 
large number of people bearing 
the family name Oliveira.

Many Species 
The varieties of olive known to 


the modern cultivator are ex-

(This article is based on Sr. 
José Armando Affonseca’s mono- 
graph, “As Caixas Econdmicas, 
no Brazil,’ which appeared in the 
Revista das Caixas Econémicas 
Federais for April, 1956. The au- 
thor is head of the Sao Paulo 
Savings Institution.) 

The idea which had sprouted 
in Hamburg, Germany, in 1778 
and was to give rise to the first 
savings institutions in Europe at 
the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, also found acceptance in 
the New World, where it took 
root and produced rewarding 
fruits. 

In Brazil, savings institutions 
advanced as a result of private 
initiative and without any gov- 
ernment protection from 1831 
first in the Capital of the Empire 
and then in the other Provinces. 
But these happy beginnings died 
a premature death, and after 1860, 
with government intercession, 
there became evident a new aim, 
the savings feature of these insti- 
tutions. They offered a constant 
incentive to popular saving in 
order to be able to face an un- 
certain tomorrow. 


Government Guaranteed 


In regulating these bodies of 
popular credit, it became clear, 
even before the nature of their 
meritorious service was evident, 
that with each deposit made there 
was an effective and genuine 
guarantee on the part of the Gov- 
ernment of Brazil that the sum 
saved would not be lost in case 
of maladministration. 

The governmental guarantee 
was the key to the inspiration of 
confidence which the savings in- 
stitutions had to earn from the 
people. The state was responsible 
for the deposits and the interest. 
It was the state which named the 
directors of these banks.

As late as 1930, when the sta-| 
tutes of these savings institutions | 
were revised, the savings features 
of these institutions were care- 
fully retained. 

But at the same time in that 
year to the highly social purposes 
of these savings institutions there 
was added an economic objective. 
Under the Act of 1934 Regulating 
Brazilian Savings Institutions, it 
was recognized that although they 
were started to safeguard popular 
savings, the savings must not be 
regarded as the special trust of 
the individual institution but of 
the Nation. The reason for this 
was that any difficulty in which 
the savings institution might find 
itself would become the responsi- 
bility of the Federal Government.

Coffee Drinking Up 

Meanwhile, more people in the 
United States are drinking more 
coffee a day than ever before, ac- 
cording to a survey conducted by 
the Pan American Coffee Bureau. 

Nearly one person out of three 
now drinks four or more cups 
of coffee a day, 1 per cent more 
than a year ago. And 45 per cent 
drink three or more cups a day, 
a gain of 1.2 per cent, the bureau 
reports. 


Statistics 

The daily average of coffee con- 
sumption of persons over ten 
years old last winter was 2.68 
cups, slightly higher than the 
1955 rate but 12.6 per cent more 
than in 1950, according to the 
survey. 

The heaviest consuming area 
was the Mountain and Pacific 
states, where daily per capita 
consumption was 3.11 cups, the 
survey showed. The Southwest, 
with 2.2 per cups a person a day, 
was the lightest consuming area.

Of 1889’s Events 


Transition to the Republic 
And Emperor’s Sailing 
Achieved Peacefully 


Brazil remained an independent 
monarchy from 1822 to 1889. The 
events which led up to the procla- 
mation of Brazil’s independence 
in 1822 were described in the issue 
of the Bulletin of 
September 1, as part of the cele- 
bration on September 7 of Bra- 
zilian Independence Day. 

In honor of the Day of the Re- 
public, which is observed in Bra- 
zil on November 15, the Brazilian 
Bulletin chronicles in this issue 
Brazilian history from the in- 
dependence from Portugal to the 
establishment of the Republic.

Important Holiday 

The fifteenth of November is 
one of the important holidays in 
the Brazilian calendar, for it was 
on that day in 1889 that General 
Deodoro de Fonseca, in the pres- 
ence of his troops, overthrew the 
monarchy. It has developed in- 
dependently as a great national 
holiday in Brazil in spite of the 
relative proximity of Brazil’s In- 
dependence Day, September 7. 

The Quinze de Novembro is re- 
garded properly as a holiday of 
evolution, when the monarchy was 
replaced by the Republic. Coming 
within All Souls’ 
Day, the great in memoriam day, 
O Dia da Republica is as dignified 
a holiday September 7. Its 
events are not only recent but very 
important in shaping the political 
and social views of the country.

The change from the monarchy 
to the republic took place peace- 
ably. The Emperor, Dom Pedro 
II, did not offer the slightest re-

Last of Brazil’s Emperors 





This regal figure, accoutred with crown and sword, is Dom Pedro II, 
who reigned over Brazil from 1840 to 1889. He gave meaning to the 
independence won by his father through the many progressive move- 
ments which he sponsored. In spite of his earlier popularity, his reign 


could not survive the attitude 


toward kingship prevalent in the late 


nineteenth century. With the advent of the Republic in 1889, he i: 
even today looked upon as one of Brazil’s most beloved rulers, whose 


regime brought many benefits.

ciple. Rather, they favored a 
gradual emancipation in order to 
avoid the collapse of the large 
landed estates, which would 
surely be brought about, they as- 
serted, by the lack of involuntary 
manpower. 


Moral Arguments 


The abolitionists, however, im- 
pelled by the humane sentiments 
of the nineteenth century and 
their innate sense of social justice, 
demanded the total and immediate 
liberation of the slaves. Another | 


strong argument which they ad- 
vanced was that slavery was a 
survival from the colonial age and 
was contrary to the institutions 
of a free state founded on na- 
tional independence and_ the 
dignity of the individual. 

Moreover, steam navigation had 
increased Brazil’s contacts with 
Europe, and many Brazilian trav- 
elers were embarrassed by the 
allusions in the press and in direct 
address made to the slavery then 
extant in their country. These 
became especially embarrassing 
after the abolition of slavery in 
the United States. 

How many slaves were there in 





Brazil? During the 1880’s it is 
estimated that there were more 
than a million and less than two 
million. This is a high figure in 
a nation whose population num- 
bered approximately ten million 
people, said the abolitionists. 


Joaquim Nabuco 


Most eloquent of the emancipa- 
tionists was Joaquim Nabuco, who 
was to spend most of his life 
after the slaves were freed in de- 
veloping the good will relation- 
ship between the United States 
and Brazil, which is a tribute to 
his memory. Born in 1849 to a 
rich Recife family, Joaquim Na- 
buco saw early the life of the 
slaves as he grew up around the 
sugar mills of Massangana. 

When Joaquim Nabuco entered 
Parliament in the 1870’s he was 
already a confirmed abolitionist. 
As a Liberal he approved of his 
party’s fighting for the causes it 
found just, but he differed from 
them in their stand on the slavery 
Because many landed 
propr.etors were Liberals, the 
party did not take an open posi- 
tion on the burning question of 
the day. 

In a parliamentary speech full 
of the oratory for which he later 
became famous, Joaquim Nabuco 
thundered, “I see Liberal Depu- 
ties, but I see no liberal ideas.” 
His party became indignant and 
denied him its support. Public 
opinion rallied to his aid at this 
point.

Public Redemption 

In July 1880 the celebrated Bra- 
zilian composer, Gomes, 
returned from a triumphant tour 
of Europe, where his opera, 0 
Guarani, had been performed at 
LaScala, Milan. His disembarking 
in Rio de Janeiro was an event 
which the abolitionists turned to 
good account. On the pier a col- 
lection was made for the purchase 
of a slave whose freedom was 
bought a few days later on the 
stage of the National Theatre. 
The audience applauded, wept, 
shouted with joy. Abolitionism 
could not be stopped. 

The position of the slaves, how- 
ever, worsened. Because many at- 
tempts were made to free slaves 
physically, the slaveowners of the 
North sold their human chattels 
to the ever-growing coffee and 
cotton plantations in the South.

Emperor Pedro Il 

What position did Emperor 
Pedro II take during these hectic 
times? The Emperor, a quiet and 
unostentatious man, occupied him- 
self to a far greater extent with 
the economic development of his 
people and country than with the 
daily political events. He never 
insisted upon complete submis- 
sion to imperial authority. 

A highly educated man, he sin- 
cerely desired to further the cause 
of education and devoted a large 
portion of his time to the study 
of this question. Moreover, his 
liberalism prevented his opposing 
the policies of 
ministers.

Trip Abroad 

Probably with the intention of 
bringing more of the world’s prog- 
ress to Brazil, the Emperor un- 
dertook a voyage to Europe and 
the United States. His interest in 
science is well described by the 
newspapers of the countries which 
made up his itinerary. In the 
United States he was the guest of 
honor of the Centennial Fair at 
Fairmount Park in Philadelphia 
in 1876. He is described as a heavy 
man with reddish hair and a 
square-cut beard. 

His picture, together with that 
of the Empress, adorned all the 
streets of Philadelphia. The new 
miracle of the gas lights was 
used to illuminate a great trans- 
parency of their majesties during 
the evening sessions of the Fair. 
The modest Emperor himself 
showed a very deep interest in the 
new invention of the telephone by 
Alexander Graham Bell. 

He also met and conversed with 
Lord Kelvin, the renowned British 
mathematician and physicist, who, 
too, was interested in the tele- 
phone. When the Emperor re- 
turned to Brazil, he brought with 
him a working model of Mr. Bell’s 
new invention. 


Princess Isabel 

But in his absence the Princess 
Isabel had been acting as the 
regent. The Emperor and his Em- 
Press, Dona Cristina, had _ suf- 
fered great personal misfortunes 
in the death of their two sons. 
Isabel was the elder of their 
two daughters. In 1864 she had 


ber of the Orleans family. 

He was a reserved man who 
made few intimate friends. He 
also failed to win the affection of 
the people, and his personal un- 
popularity was passed on to the 
Princess. Popular feeling, there- 
fore, became anti-dynastic. 

Gradually, the republican cause 
gained more and more adherents, 
a situation doubtless encouraged 
by the example of the United 
States. Nobody had any intention 





of deposing the Emperor. It was 
known that he was far from en- 
joying good health, and it was 
hoped that the Republic would be 
declared when he died. 


Emancipation Law 


Another incident which gave 
strength to the republicans was 
the sudden abolition of slavery 
without any compensation to slave 
owners. The plantation owners re-

Benjamin Constant Botelho de Magalhaes was the great philosophical 
idealist of Brazil whose liberal ideas the Monarch accepted without 
question. The source of his ideas was the Positivistic philosophy which 
permeated Brazil in his day. The constitutional assembly proclaimed 
him the Founder of the Republic because of his services to it. He was 
also a famous professor in the Military School, Minister of Instruction 
and Minister of Posts and Telegraphs. His school reforms, undertaken 
between 1890 and 1892, were designed to prepare Brazilian youth 


sary in view of the act which had 
been passed in 1885 providing 
for the gradual emancipation of 
all slaves. 

The arguments used were of no 
avail with the Regent, and the de- 
cree was promulgated on May 13, 
1888. No act of opposition was 
offered to this measure, but the 
feelings of unrest and discontent 
spread rapidly. 

On the following day Princess 
Isabella inquired of one of her 
ministers, Barao de Cotegipe, who 
belonged to the opposition, 
whether or not she had won the 
game. “You have won the game,” 
the Baron replied, “but you have 
lost the crown.” The words were 
prophetic. 


Feeling in °88 


Toward the close of 1888, Em- 
peror Pedro returned to Brazil 
and was received with affection 
and esteem. It may be said that 
at this time there was no intention 
of dethroning him. However, the 
extremists soon argued that it 
would be much more difficult to 
carry out a successful coup d'état 
when the good-natured and con- 
fiding emperor had been succeeded 
by his more energetic daughter. 
Officers in the army and navy 
rallied to this idea, and a plan 
was formed to depose the Em- 
peror and declare a republic. The 
immediate pretext was the mili- 
tary question concerning General 
Deodoro da Fonseca. When Vis- 
count de Ouro Préto assumed con- 
trol of the government, several in- 
fluential parliamentary figures 
spread the idea of a Brazilian 
republic with the honors of poli- 
tical succession. 


Republic Proclaimed 


At the very moment there was 
a military insubordination outside 
the Ministry. General Deodoro da 
Fonseca took advantage of the 
disorder and said that he wished 
to accompany “the burial proces- 
sion of the Empire.” Capistrano 
de Abreu, however, reported that 
General Deodoro da Fonseca had 
proclaimed the new regime that 
day, November 15, 1889, when he 
wrote on a blackboard outside the 
door of a newspaper office on the 
Rua do Ouvidor, “The Republic is 
proclaimed.” 

General Deodoro de Fonseca 
had only intended to overturn the 
Ministry, with which he was in

Brazil Only Producer 

Brazil is the only producer of 
zirconium. This metallic element 
occurs in two forms. In the form 
of zirconium oxide it is found on 
the plateu of Pocos de Caldas, in 
the State of Minas Gerais and is 
used chiefly in the manufacture 
of refractors. 

In a second form it occurs along 
the coast of the states of Espirito 
Santo and Bahia as zirconite, 
existing in monazite and ilmenite 
sands. These latter are arenaceous 
deposits of rare earths.

No Decline in Use 

Since industrial activity has 
been stepped up in the area, the 
reason for this phenomenon can- 
not be ascribed to a decline in 
the use of coal. Rather, the dis- 
covery of new beds, especially in 
southern Brazil, and an improve- 
ment in internal transportation 
are responsible for the increase 
in the available supply of domes- 
tie coal. This is notably true of 
coking coal, of which Brazil is be- 
lieved to have an unlimited supply. 

At first the decline in the 
amount of lubricating oils im- 
ported may seem disquieting in 
view of the fact that the present 
stages of petroleum processing in 
Brazil do not include the produc- 
tion of greases and oils for the 
smooth running of transportation 
and industrial machinery. On the 
surface it might seem that a down- 
grading of machinery maintenance 
is in progress. However, a check 
of imports into Rio de Janeiro re- 
veals an increase in the incoming 
supply of lubricants.

General Manoel Deodoro da Fonseca is generally considered to be 
the proclaimer of the Republic of Brazil. He was also the first presi- 
dent of the United States of Brazil. A native of the State of Alagoas 
who was educated in the military school of Rio de Janeiro, he attained 
the rank of captain in the Brazilian army in 1864, Following his 
appointment in 1886 as governor of the province of Rio Grande do 
Sul, General Deodoro da Fonseca threw himself actively into the 
politics of the country, espousing openly the republican opinions 
then becoming prevalent. Summoned to Rio de Janeiro to answer 
questions concerning his military rule, he found the opportunity, 
according to Capistrano de Abreu, to declare the republic on November 
15, 1889, when he wrote on a blackboard hanging outside the office 
of the Gazeta de Noticias, “the Republic is Proclaimed!” Photograph
